Andrew Bonar Law, secretary for 
the colonies, speaking at the London 
school of economics, discussed the 
problems that will arise after the 
war, referring particularly to agricul- 
ture. -He deciared that it was neces- 
sary for England to adopt’a broad pro- 
gramme of agricultural development 
to prevent .a too great number of men 
emigrating to the colonies. 

“The government engaged in carry- 
ing on the war,” said the, Unionist 
leader, “has no easy task, but the 
government which shoulders the duty 
of reconstruction after the war will 
have work no lesg difficult. The war 
has shown us that agriculture ‘is 
still the most important of all our 
industries and in the British Isles 
we must have healthy agriculture. 

“After the war large numbers. of 
soldiers will not be willing to go 
back. to tame’ industrial life. We 
know how imoprtant is the strength 
of the imperial colonies, and we wish 
to see them grow in population with 
men of our own race and ideals, but 
we don’t want to see thé best and 
most vigorous of our people leaving 
these shores even for the colonies. 
For-that reason it is essential to 
make real efforts to place agriculture 
here on an attractive and profitable 
basis.”

Premier Hughes, referring to. his 
inclusion as a member, of the Canad- 
ian government, said: “I hold this 
position in trust for the Australian 
people.” ~The: war, he went on to say, 
had found -the empire a scattered 
family of nations, it would leave it 
a homogeneoi.s whole. 

"We could have purchased an ig- 
noble peace,” Premier Hughes _as- 
serted. “The Germans were prepared 
to treat Canadians as an independent 
nation and to confer a lil-s favor on 
Australia. In this attitude they were 
like the man-eating. tiger which deals 
with its victims separately’ Ger- 
many now. knows that she is fighting 
not only Mngland, but also the men 
of-adventure and resolution in’all the 
British’ Dominions, who will fight 
tothe end alongside those who gave 
them~ their traditions. We shall not 
quit while life remains in us.” 

“The issues at stake are vital,” con- 


tinued Premier Hughes. “Although 
some-may--Jook-on with an air of 
indifference, and hold themselves 
aloof, they are being enveloped, 


against their will, in this great’ strug- 
gle, which, like some great -tidal 
wave sweeps resistlessly over the 
whole earth and cannot be dammed 
here or there by the act of any man 
or any nation, -The destiny of the 
world is trenibling in the balance and 
every nation, and every man, must 
make up-its or his mind:on which 
side to take a stand.” 

This ‘War would leave the world 
different from what it found it. The 
war had come at once asa mighty 
spur, a sedative, a corrective—per- 
haps needed by“ our race for its sal- 
vation. It™-.would profoundly affect 
the destiny of the whole world.

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The Suez a Hard. 
Nut to Crack 


British Problem of Defence is 
Comparatively Simple 


It is hard to see on what the Ger- 
man conception of the importance of 
Egypt is based, but what chance have 
the invaders of passing Suez? An army 
of twenty-five thousand Turks was 
heavily defeated before Suez a year 
ago and ‘the British have. had twelve 
months to prepare. We all know that 
a shorter. time was sufficient to en- 
able the Turks to’ fortify Gallipoli. 
For a whole year the. Britisli have 
been busy preparing a hundred miles 
front. Indeed they have reduced this 
front by a third by flooding the east 
bank of the canal near the northern 
end, and. perhaps another third by fill- 
ing the other lakes along the route. 
Certainly theré is not more than fifty 
miles of front available for Turkish at- 
tack. ; 

Behind this‘front and parallel to it 
is a railroad. The canal was defended 
last year by warships, as well as by 
forts. All the resourees of sea power 
are available for the transport . of 
munitions, men and supplies and Cairo 
and Alexandria are available as bases, 
as well.as Port Said and Suez. 

The Teuto-1urks,. on the contrary, 
must bring their troops, guns and 
munitions over the.Taurus Mountains 
and Over the Amanus by road. Since 
the tunnels on the Bagdad railroad are 
unfinished, they must transport them 
for 125 miles oyer the barren Sinal 
Desert, with only a few wells to fur- 
nish water and no other roads than 
desert trails. Finally, they must draw 
upon distant regions for foods, for 
neither from Palestine nor Syria can 
they derive food for forage-for any 
considerable army. - 

The British and their allies can put 
almost any number of troops on the 
canal line, whose — restricted length 
calls for not more than one-quarter 
million ‘even accepting the standards 
of western warfare, and these aré cer- 
tainly not acceptable to this region. At 
Ypres less than 150,000 Britsh bore the 
weight of a German attack made by 
numbers estimated at half a million. 
For days they held lines that they 
never had the time to fortify. They 
were then destitute of any consider- 
able amount of heavy artillery and 
lacked high explosive ammunition. 
Now they have heavy guns and they 
have also the fleet batteries and un- 
limited ammunition. 

As to insurrections in 
rear, 
area in which men can live off tho 
country in Egypt is exceedingly re- 
stricted and there ig lacking any con- 
siderable military population. Egypt 
has always been conquered and held 
by small forces. In. case of peril the 
whole allied army could be transport. 
ed from Saloniki far more quickly thon 
could the Turks send new-forces from 
Constantinople. 

In sum, while there is probably no 
reason to doubt that the attempt to 
force Suez will be made, nothing but 
criminal folly on the Britsh part could 
have left it open to successful attack, 
and there is no real possibility that 
the Turks could acquire the guns or 
transport to maintain an army suffic- 
fent to prevail on the narrow front, 
long ago fortified and protected alike 
by the desert and by the fleet—Frank 
H. Simonds in the American Review of 
Reviews.

With a lighter load the tri- 
plane can make 100 miles an hour and 
have a radius of 760 miles.

Railway Expenditures | 


Railways Have Cost Canada a Half 
Billion Dollars 

The Dominion government's expend- 

itures on railways to the end of the 

last fiscal year was $648.205,427, and 

on canals $10,205,770. The revenues 


‘from railways and canals since Con- 
| federation were $222,183,75.. 


The annual report of the depart- 
ment of railway and canals shows the 
total expenditure on tiie National 
Transcontinental Railway for con- 
struction is $152,802,745. 

The total expenditure on the Grand 
Trunk Pacific mountain section, ap- 
proved and certified up to the end of 
March, 1915, is given as $87,119,153, 
while $15,556,482 was spent on the 
prairie section up to the end of Oc- 
tober, 1907, no further ceftificates hav- 
ing been issued for this section. 


The total railway expenditure dur- | ting 


ing the fiscal year to March 31, 1915, 
wags $42,747,582, including the outlay 
on the Quebec bridge construction 
This total] includes $18,101,809 on the 
Intercolonial Railway, $1,168,757 on 
the Prince! Edward Island Railway, 
and $10,071,479 on the National Trans- 
continental Railway. 

The Canal expenditure amounted 
to $7,314,181. The total outlay for 
the year on railways and canals was 
$50,063,988. The revenue derived from 
government railways and canals was 
$12,577,120, inluding $12,149,357 from 
railways, and $427,763 from canals. 

The operation of the Intercolonial 
Railway for the year resulted in a 
profit of $49,965 on total earnings of 
$11,444,873.

ing the past three years’ the live 
stock branch of the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture has been organ- 
izing throughout Eastern Canada, a 
number of co-operative egg and poul- 
try associations which carry on this 
work. The necd and opportunity for 
similar work in the western provinces 
has, for some time past, been recog- 
nized, and in the fall of last year Mr. 
Benson was detailed to this 
work in Alberta with headquarters at 
Icdmonton. 

Mr. Benson has’ been associated 
with the co-operative work of the live 
stock branch since its inception, and 
to his activities is largely due the suc- 
eessful organization, on a co-operative 
basis, of the egg and poultry industry 
in Prince Edward Island, In all there 
are between fifty and sixty associa- 
tions in that province, which last year 
marketed eggs to the value of over 
$175,000. In addition to his experi- 
ence in co-operative work, Mr. Benson 
is a practical poultry man. 

Already considerable progress las 
been made in Alberta and a number 
of marketing associatidns formed. So 
far as possible, the organization of 
these is arranged at open meetings 
held under the auspices of such bedies 
as the Women's Institutes, Creamery 
Associations, Farmers’ Associations 
and Poultry Associations, the under- 
standing being that any poultry as- 
sociation organized for this work will 
have a distinctly separate identity.

Milk Testing the Only Way to Deter- 
mine Value of Product From | 


Each Cow | 


Most of our dairy farmers: are well | 
accustomed to: hear of milk “testing” 
so much, either high or low, under- | 
standing thereby that it contains a 
‘certain percentage of fat. What is | 
not quite so clear to the majority, is 
the fact that milk varies considerably 
in its test, or content of fat, from 
day to day, even from one milking to 
another on the same day, and from 
month -to month.

would muke a mistake. 

One of the great dictionaries pub-

and some of the most learned men 
in the Unfited States were constantly 


/ engaged in revising it, yet typographt- 


cal errors may still be found in the 
completed work. Blunders in publica- 
tions of ordinary books, no matter 
from what publishing house, are com- 
mon, though they are carefully read 
and re-read. ; 

In a newspaper plant, operators of 
typesetting machines set from the or- 
iginal “copy,” considerable speed must 
be maintained; proof is taken of the 
matter thus set and is read—-never 
more than twice—by a proof reader, 
who marks on the margin such cor 
May be necessary. The

Wrap old sacking about the end 
of i 4-foot stick. Dip in gusoline. Set on ire and sh:ke on straw and stubble. Carry gasoline in open 
pall. If stubble is ri lig ght to burn then cultivate, harrow and seed a little lighter thanabove. Oats and 

arley will do better than wheat. If shoe drills are used plough instead of cultivating. Plough, 
pack or roll, and then harrow, if land is grassy or weedy. In the dricr sections at least one-third of all 
cropping land should be summer-fallowed ev ery year.

Do not sow to grain, but summer-fallow. Better use your spring labour on other stubble land and thus 
make sure of crops in 1916 and 1917, Put your labour on land that is likely to give best returns.

The German Spy System 


Oaths of Neutrality Are Brokenas Free- 
ly as Oaths of Naturalization 


The revelations cabled from Sydney 
with regard to the German professors 
who acted as spies in Australia give a 
very good indication of’ the thorough- 
ness of the German espionage system. 
When war broke out the congress of 
the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science was sitting ‘a 
Australia. Four German professors 
attended the congress. They were 
enemy subjects in Austrélia, but were 
treated ‘with the customary British 
consideration and leniency. They pos- 
ed as “international scientists,” and, 
to avoid internment, all took an oath 
of neutrality, two with apparent will- 
ingnesg and {wo after some hesitation. 
It is now shuwn conclusively that by 
their clemency the Australian govern- 
meut liberated a least three spies, who 
spent their leisure in gathering mili- 
tary information which they endeav- 
ored to forward or ca ry to Germany. 
One of them who was. arrested in 
England has been identified with othe> 
acts of espionage which entitle him to 
be described as a professional spy. 
Such inciden‘s have ben multiplied 
in Britain and.in France with graver 
consequences, for there is little doubt 
that, in spite of occasional captures, 
Germany has been getting good value 
during the war ‘or her expensive spy 
system. Oaths of nevtrality - are 
broken as freely by Germans as oaths 
of naturalization, both being conven- 
fently recognized by the German gov- 
ernment as a means by which good | 
Germans may silence suspicion while 
serving their country abroad. The} 
Australian disclosures naturally raise 
the question of the future treatment 
of Germans who are in a position to 
gather and Jorwar. information of 
value to the enemy. If the oaths of 
German professors who were honored 
delegates among British scientists | 
are of no value, \what German can we 
be expected tw trust upon a worthless 
parole?

Hundreds of Boys Go Under Canvas 
During the Summer

Canada has officially decided to hon- 
or the martyred Edith Cavell by per- 
petuating her name on one of the 
most rugged and picturesque of the 
western range of peaks, The gpvern- 
ment has designated a mountain/in the 
Rockies, on the ‘fringe of Alberta, after 
the heroine. 

Mount Cavell is a snowclad, out- 
standing peak, more than 11,000 feet 
high, situated fifteen miles south of 
Jasper, at the junction of the! Whirl 
pool and Athabaska River's, and 
west of the Whirlpool River. It is 
visible from the railway, and has 
heretoforé been mistakenly known as 
Mount, Geikie, which is not visible 
from Jasper, but lies farther west on 
the continental divide. Professors 
G. E. Howard -and A. L. Mumm of 
the British Alpine Club attempted to 
climb Mount Cavell in 1913, but fail- 
ed, owing to unfavorable weather. 
Professor Holway and Dr. Gilmour, 
two United States climbers, succeed- 
ed more recently. 

A number of “Mount Cavells” 
have been mentioned in the newspap- 
ers for montis past. These were 
speculations and. incorrect. The

Germans Lose . 
One Million Men 


Official Lists of Casualties Are Now 
Being Deliberately Falsified 


The German official casualty lists 
give a total of 651,768 dead to Jan- 
uary 31, 1916. The average delay be- 
| tween the death of a German soldier 
|and the appearance of his name on the 
official lists is from four ‘to six weeks. 
|The above figures, therefore, can 
hardly include casualties later than 
December 31, 1915. 

To this figure must be added a cer- 
tain proportion of missing. The num- 
ber of prisoners ig precisely Known to 
| the allies, and after deducting a small 
percentage for desertion, the number 
, of dead in the German lists of missing 
is not less than 160,000, making a to- 
tal, derived from the Germans’ own 
| admission, of 810,000, 
foods That is not all. Apart from the 
lists published by the German govern- 
ment, the French authorities have 
amassed a large body of evidence 
based on the average deaths per 1000 
mobilized men at a given date. These 
prove conclusively that the German 
official lists are deliberately falsified 
or intentionally inadequate. 

In the early months of the war these | 
private and official lists very nearly 

tallied, but ever since Januaryy 19165, | 
there has been a marked discrep. | 
ancy. The official lists give an aver. | 
jage of 20 per cent. less than private 
lists. This represents a difference of | 
over 200,000 dead.
